I am working on the cover pattern on Summer Kill issue of Knitter's. I find your directions confusing. Sometimes you 
use 10 numbers in sizing and other times only 5. If you are going to have 10 sizes why not just do 10 numbers throughout 




Dear Charlotte, 

In the interest of offering more refined sizing while saving space, we use 5 numbers instead of W when the adjoining sizes share 

1 (2, 3,4,5,6,78,9,10)

The first 2 numbers in theseriesofWgo with the first number in theseries of S.Thethirdand fourth of the 10,withthesecond 
of 5. The fifth and sixth with the third. The first color-coded pair (seventh and eighth numbers) go with the first color-coded 
number of the 5, and the last 2 colored numbers in the series of 10 go with the last colored number in the series of 5. 

As you start a pattern, decide which size will work for you. As you do so, make a mental (or a sticky) note as to which number 
in the series of 10 belongs to your size, and which in the series of 5 as well. 

For example, if you are making the third size, mark the second bold number of the 10 and the second number of the 5. 
Thanks and I hope this helps you feel more confident when trying one of our 1-in-Ten patterns and that soon you will be

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Raglans are often seen as casual, practical gear 
— sweatshirts or athletic jackets and tops — not 
necessarily fashionable or flattering, but 
comfortable. With armhole shaping at close to a 
45-degree angle, the armhole seams are set further 
from the shoulder Joint than those in a set-in sleeve 
or drop-shoulder garment, and the raglan offers 
plenty of mobility. The raglan sleeve cap is the 
same depth as the armhole, and the seam travels 
from neck edge to underarm. 

But no one said that comfort has to be ugly or 
boring, and our great group of raglan sweaters 
proves the point. 



When working in the round the same principles 
apply, but we tend to think of the shaping on either 
sideofadiagonalasa pair. However you look at 
things, remember that it takes 4 pairs of decreases 
or increases to shape the 4 raglan lines.

Should you decide to raise the back 
neckline you would shape the top of 
the sleeve and lower the front. 




Pointed or narrow sleeve top 
would create a boat-neck, a raglan 
will benefit from neck shaping , . , 
a crew, scoop, or V-neck. 






Shoulder interest 

The 4 shaping lines can be formed by either 
increases or decreases, depending on the direction 
in which the sweater or its pieces are knit. Yes, the 
sweater can be constructed in multiple ways: in a 
single piece from neck to hem, in pieces from hem 
to neck— even in pieces to the underarm, then as 
one to the neck. The first option involves increase- 
shaping for the raglan; the latter two use decrease- 
shaping. And if pieces are worked from neck to 
hem, they involve increase-shaping as well. 

Four miters make a raglan 
If you lay the front and back yokes and the sleeve 
caps flat in the configuration in which they will 
be assembled, you see that they create 4 miters 

Increase or decrease rates 

Those miters are often made by placing increases 
or decreases in an every-other-row sequence. And 
if the stitch and row gauges differ, the angle is not 
a perfect 45 degrees. For example, a stockinette 
gaugeof 5 stitches and 7 rows to 1" worked 
with every-other-row shaping creates a slightly 
larger angle. 

Working 14 rows with RS-row-shaping creates 
2 inches of height, but the 7 additional or fewer 
stitches on each edge only change the width by 
V/2. In garter stitch, the angle would be closer to 
45 degrees because the row gauge is twice the 
stitch gauge. 



Top down? Hem up? You decide! 

There are benefits to knitting a raglan in one piece 
from the neck down. You eliminate seaming. Colors 
flow across rows. You can try on the knit as you 
go. You can choose mirrored increases or more 
decorative yarn-over eyelets for the shaping. And 
you start with fewer stitches, increase to many, and 
then break body and sleeves apart into smaller 
groups of stitches. 

Knitting from the hem to the neck offers similar 
advantages if you join the body and sleeves for the 
yoke; you'll use mirrored decreases for the raglans. 

Take notice! 

Important to note is how the shaping at the top of 
the sleeve contributes to the neck area; it can be 
narrow, end in a point, maintain the same width as 
the body pieces, or even be contoured at an angle. 
Much like a picture frame, the neckline is shaped as 
a square or rectangle but with added neck shaping 
in the front (and sometimes the sleeve). Necklines 
are shaped to maintain a comfortable fit. When the 
sleeve ends in a point or with relatively few stitches, 
the neck will require more shaping to avoid the 
restriction of a boat neck. 

Enjoy! 

As we take raglans beyond just being comfortable, 
you will see how beautiful they can be. Our 
small poncho (with 4 identical sections), hoodie, 
cardigans, pullovers — one with a zipper 
accent— and even a sleeveless tunic are flattering 
and fun. But that isn't all. . . there's also a one-piece 
round-yoke pullover that employs more than the 
4 pairs of decreases just to prove the magic of 
decrease shaping. 
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When "warm and fuzzy" comes to life, who can resist^- 
Playful and cozy, these winter hats will stand out in a 
crowd while chasing chills. Make one or all three.

When there is a distinct color change, or approximately every 3", 
replace a RS row with an Optional Eyelet Row. 

Change to smaller needle. Next row Purl to last 3, si 3. Next row Knit to 
last 3, si 3. Begin short rows; Row 1 (WS) Purl 139 (163), turn, flow 2 (RS) 
SI 1, k7; turn, flow 3 SI 1, p6, p2tog, p3, pm; turn, flow 4 SI 1, k9, k2tog tbi, 
k3, pm; turn, flow 5 SI 1, purl to 1 before marker, si 1, remove marker (rm), 
replace slipped stitch onto left needle, p2tog, p3, pm; turn. flow6 SI 1, knit 
to 1 before marker, si 1, rm, replace slipped stitch onto left needle, k2tog tbI, 
k3, pm; turn. Repeat Rows 5 and 6 until all but the last 3 stitches have been 
worked, si 3 — 206 (242) stitches. Next row Purl to last 3, si 3. Cut yarn. 
Finishing 
l-cord edging 

With RS facing, CC, and larger needle, [k2, SSK (last l-cord stitch with 
shawl stitch); slip 3 back to left needle] until 3 stitches remain on left 
needle. Graft 3 stitches on right needle to 3 stitches on left needle. 

Block so the bottom point of each pennant is stretched out and the top 
portion makes a wide crescent shape. This is easiest to accomplish using

With larger needle, A and B held together, and using a temporary 
cast-on, cast on 24. Purl 1 row. Begin Chart ItRow 1 (RS) Kl (edge 
stitch), place marker (pm), work Chart 1 to last stitch, pm, kl (edge 
stitch). Keeping first and last stitch in stockinette, work Rows 1-6 
of Chart 1 3 (4, 4, 4) times, then work Rows 1-2 once more. Remove 
markers. Place stitches on hold. Cut yam. 

Back 

Left shoulder 

With RS of first Saddle facing and larger needle, pick up and knit 
(PUK) 15 (18, 18, 21) evenly along edge from held stitches to cast- 
on. Purl 1 tow. Begin increase rows; Row 1 (RS) Knittolast 3, Inc 1, 
k2. Row 2 (WS) Purl. Repeat last 2 rows 1 (1, 2, 2) more times— 17 
(20, 21, 24) stitches. Knit 1 row. Place on hold. Cut yarn. 

Right shoulder 

With RS of second Saddle facing and larger needle, PUK15 (18, 18, 
21) evenly along edge from cast-on to held stitches. Purl 1 row. 
Begin increase rows: Row 1 (RS) K2, Inc 1, knit to end. Row 2 
(WS) Purl. Repeat last 2 rows 1 (1, 2, 2) more times— 17 (20, 21, 24) 
stitches. Knit 1 row. Do not cut yam. 

Join back neck and shoulders 

Next row (WS) P17 (20, 21, 24), using cable cast-on, cast on 36 (36, 
40, 40), p17 (20, 21, 24) held stitches from left shoulder— 70 (76, 
82, 88) stitches. Continue in stockinette until Back measures 6 (6, 
7, 8)" from picked-up edge of Saddle, end with a WS row. Piace on 
hold. Cut yam. 

Front 

Right shoulder 

Work as for left shoulder of Back EXCEPT PUK along edge of right 
Saddle AND work Increase rows a total of 5 times— 20 (23, 23, 26) 
stitches. 

Left shoulder 

Work as for right shoulder of Back EXCEPT PUK along edge of left 
Saddle AND work Increase rows a total of 5 times — 20 (23, 23, 
26) stitches.

Join Front to Back 

K70 (76, 82, 88) across Front, cast on 16 (20, 24, 28) 
for underarm, k70 (76, 82, 88) held stitches across 
Back, cast on 16 (20, 24, 28) for underarm— 172 
(192, 212, 232) stitches. Place marker and join to 
work in the round. Work even in stockinette until 
piece measures 13" from underarm cast-on. 

Next routtd Knit, decreasing 2 eveniy spaced 
around — 170 (190, 210, 230) stitches. Change to 
smaller 60cm (24") circular needle. Work Rounds 
1-6 of Chart 2 twice. Bind off in pattern. 

Right Sleeve 

With RS facing, larger needle, and beginning at 
bottom of armhole, PUK31 (31, 36, 41) along front 
armhole edge to Saddle, pm, [k2tog, (k1, p2, k4, 
p2, k1) twice, SSK] across holder, pm, PUK31 (31, 
36, 41) along back armhole edge— 84 (84, 94, 104) 
stitches. Do not join. Beginning with Row4of Chart 







Across each saddle, the neckband stitches will be off 
by half a stitch because you pick up from the cast-on. 
No problem— it's virtually undetectable. 



1, work even in stockinette and Chart 1 until sleeve

Count stitches between Saddles and adjust 
to a multiple of 4 + 2 across the front and also 
across the back on the next round if necessary. 
Beginning with Row 4 of Chart 4, [work chart to 
marker, p2, (k2, p2) to marker] twice. Continue 
in patterns as established for 8 more rounds. Bind 
off in pattern. 

Block. Sew sleeve edges to underarm cast on. Sew

Continue alternating Dec Stockinette Stripe 
and Dec Linen Stripe until 3 (4, 4, 4, 5, 5) more Stockinette Stripes have been 
completed — 8 stitches remain. Complete as for Back. 

Finishing 

Block pieces. 

Sew seams with 2 strands of A, being careful not to pull the stitches 
too tightly when joining the Stockinette Stripes. 

Align Fronts and Back at shoulders, with all stripes traveling in the same direc- 
tion. Beginning at armhole edge, sew shoulder seams for 4Vi (4K, 6, 7Vi, 716, 9)”. 
Beginning 8 (8, 9, 9, 10, 10)" from shoulder seam, sew side seam toward bottom 
edge for 10 (10, 9, 9, 11, 11)", leaving remaining length unseamed, n 
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Never underestimate the power of raglan shading. Maintain the top-down 
increases throughout for a great little poncho. Our option plays with color 
in a check- and- stripe pattern along each of the four panels. Choose to 
wear it scjuare on the shoulders or with a point front and center.

Working with multicolored yarns is an adventure. 
Sometimes everything falls Into place, and other times 
it goes astray. In this piece, our brightly colored yarn was 
more exciting when the colors were allowed to argyle 

As I knit, I encountered a potential problem. The 
pattern changed, and colors started to stack in 
columns (photo 1). Maybe my tension changed, 
or the yarn was at fault — maybe the tension 
varied as the yarn was wound into a hank before 
it was dyed. 

I had to adjust and get the pattern back in sync. 
I ripped back (photo 2), left 5 inches of yarn hang- 
ing to the side unworked (photo 3), and resumed 
knitting (photo 4) It only took 10-12 stitches to 

When I added the next ball of yarn, I took 
great care to match the colors so the repeats 
would continue. The pattern changed slightly, 
forming a deeper argyle. I didn't mind the differ- 
ence and continued working. When i finished, I 
realized I was going to choose the reverse side 
with its more intricate stripe pattern as the high- 
light of this raglan sweater. 

Be aware that argyling and pooling will be dif- 
ferent for the different sizes. Before you cast 



on, make a few loops of the yarn, aligning the 
colors (photo 5). With the gold and navy centered 
at either end, analyze the color sequence. The 
other colors line up across both sides of the 
loop. If you begin the long-tail cast-on at ANY 
POINT other than where the 2 ties are placed, 
you will avoid color stacks. 
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An all-over lacy knot stitch is perfect when made with two yarns worked 
as one. The variegated strand blends and contrasts throughout the fabric, 
while the solid strand keeps the color grounded. The simple outline is 
worked with raglan shading in an elongated sequence of decreases.

Charts are graphs or grids of squares that 
represent the right side of knitted fabric. 
They illustrate every stitch and the rela- 
tionship between the rows of stitches.

The key defines each symbol as an oper- 



The pattern provides any special Instruc- 
tions for using the chart(s) or the key. 

indicate the rows. A number on the right 
side marks a right-side row that is worked 
leftward from the number. A number 
on the left side marks a wrong-side row 
that is worked rightward. Since many 
stitches are worked differently on wrong- 



side rows, the key will indicate that. If the 

right-side rows and worked from right 
to left. 

Bold lines within the graph represent 
repeats. These set off a group of stitches 
that are repeated across a row. You begin 
at the edge of a row or where the pattern 
indicates for the required size, work across 



to the second line, repeat the stitches 
between the repeat lines as many times 
as directed, then finish the row. 

The sizes of a garment are often 
labeled with beginning and ending 
marks on the chart. This avoids having

pair. Note that the yarn-over 
and decrease may not be next to 
each other. 

Work to marker, place marked stitches 
on hold for front neck, join a second 
ball of yarn and work to end. Working 
both sides at the same time with sepa- 
rate balls of yarn, Dec 1 at each neck 
edge every RS row 8 times. Continue 
without shaping until armhole mea- 
sures same as Back to shoulder, end 
with a WS row. Next Row (RS) Purl, 
increasing or decreasing as necessary 
to 23 (29, 35) stitches at each shoulder. 
Bind off. 





17-stitch repeat, but 
changes on Rows 4-9 and 
13-18. Care should be 
taken when decreasing 
for the neck to account 
for this variation.
